White Mountain National Forest 


We have received inquiries about 
the recent defoliation. of hardwood 
trees on private and District lands, 
Some defoliation has been caused 
by the gypsy moth. Another pest 
causing substantial defoliation is 
the Saddled Prominent, 

Saddied Prominent is a pest of 
primarily hardwood trees. Mortiali- 
ty may result if a tree is, heavily 
defoliated two or more years in 
a row, Preferred trees are sugar 
maple, beech, and apple, although 
birch, oak, ash, and ironwood may 
be attacked during periods of 
abundance, 

Adult moths emerge in mid- 
May to June. Eggs are laid on the 
underside of host leaves and hatch 
eight to 10 days later, normally in 
mid-June to early July. Larvae 
molt four times before becoming

Star- 
vation and disease also. affect the 
population, Artificial .control in- 
volves the use of pesticides, Fur- 
ther information on artificial 
methods of control may be obtain- 
ed from the Oxford County Exten- 
sion Office in South Paris,

Major settlements: developed ‘in 
the southern part of the ‘town. 
Growth was. fast and by 1838-40 a 
large settlement was called Green- 
wood City, a name retained to 
this day. Meanwhile other setile- 
ment took place in the Eastern, 
Western and Northern sections of 
town. 

The eastern settlement was cen- 
tered around then-called Bacon 
Hill, near the Town of Woodstock 
line, the western area was the 
Irish Neighborhood. The Irish 
Neighborhood was a settlement of 
hard-laboring Roman Catholic Irish 
immigrants that contributed great- 
ly to the social fabric and—heri- 


tage of the town, but unfortunate- | 


ly their prominent role went un- 
recognized for many years. 

The north part of Greenwood 
where the major settlement re- 
mains was called Lockes Mills, 
in name of the original founded- 
mills owner, Samuel Barron 
Locke, 

With the coming of the Atlantic 
and St, Lawrence Railroad in 
the 1850’s and the great fire in 
May of 1862 that destroyed the 
City, the major populace moved 
from the City aréa to Lockes
